Washingdon, January 30.—(Special.)— 
Judge Cox, of the district court, has dec- 
. @ined to issue an order restraining Secre- 
fary Carlisle from making the proposed 
| ¥gsue of bonds. Secretary Carlisle returned 
' from New York this morning. He stated 
today that ‘the published reports to the 
' effect that he told the New. York. bankers 
| he would sell $75,000,000 of bonds if that 
'many were bid for was incorrect. He will 
P pot issue more than $50,000,000. 
P At the cabinet meeting today the issue 
: of bonds was discussed. Secretary Carlisle 
stated that he had no apprehension but that 
“the entite issue would be floated easily, 
though he stated that he was somewhat 
“annoyed at the contemplated action of the 
house and senate in passing a resolution 
> declaring that he has no authority to issue 
* ponds except for redemption purposes. The 
members of congress agree with Mr. Car- 
-jisle that he has a right to issue bonds 
for redemption purposes. Mr. Carlisle 
' claims, however, that he has the right to 
-use the reserve fund for ordinary expenses 
‘of the government. In other words, he 
| holds that he can issue bonds to maintain 
' the reserve, use the reserve for ordinary 
' expenses and then issue more bonds to 
' build up the reserve again and continue so 
on indefinitely. He holds that the acts of 
| congress making appropriations read that 
so much shall be appropriated out of any 
money in the treasury “not otherwise ap- 
propriated,’’ and he holds that the hundred 
million dollar reserve fund is ‘“‘not other- 
wise appropriated.””’ On the other hand 
everybody elsé, or at least the great mass 
of senators and representatives, claim that 
this hundred million dollars is otherwise 
appropriated. The redemption act, they 
claim, appropriates it for the purpose of 


- redeeming outstanding treasury notes and 
' that the secretary had no authority to use 
' it for any other purpose whatsoever. Thus 
7 a declaration by congress that bonds can 
_only be issued for redemption purposes 
' would deprive Secretary Carlisle of using 
_ the money obtained from the proposed is- 
_ Bue of bonds for any other than redemption

Not. Making Expenses. 
The treasury needs money badly for ordi-

Cockran Makes Another of His Best 

Speeches. 

This was the closing day of the genearl 
debate on the income tax. It was a great 
day. The galleries were packed and almost 
every seat on the floor was filled. The de- 
bate during the early part of the session was 
interesting, but the two great orators put 
forward by the respective :ides, occupied 
the floor after 3 o’clock and really the debate 
Was between Bourke Cockran, on the one 
hand, and William Bryan, of Nebraska, on 
the other. 

Bourke Cockran cpposed the income tax; 
Mr. Bryan advocated it. 

Mr. Cockran began his speech at 3:30 
Oclock and spoke for one hour. He 
was never in better form and his speech 
today was the best he has ever delivered on 


' the floor of the house. It was, however, like 


| his Chicago speech, a great speech, but too 
: late in the battle to change a single vote. 
His argument was the best that could be 
Made on his side of the question. He made 
every argument that could be made and 
branched forth a little to declare that he 


» Was likewise opposed to our ciyil service 


reform. This announcement and the reasons 
for the same, which were that under it the 
rich man’s children had advantageg over the 
poor man’s children, created enthusiastic 
&pplause, which went to show that the mem- 
bers of the house are undoubtedly antag- 
Onistic to civil service. In the course of his 
argument, Mr. Cockran quoted Alexander 
¥. Stephens, of Georgia, as against all 
forms of internal revenue taxation. 

Mr. MeMillin interrupted to ask if he 
Was against all internal taxation as well as 
against the features which propose to tax 
Incomes. Mr. Cockran replied that that 
question was not up, but if it was, he would

Afraid of Their Votes. 

A story has been ‘going the rounds of 
Washington for several days to the effect 
that the president may veto the bills for 
the admission of the four territories of 
New Mexico, Arizona, Utah and Oklaho- 
ma. The reason assigned by those who 
have started the rumor is that if these four 
hew territories are admitted there would 
come to the senate eight new senators who 
would support any measure that might be 
brought forward in favor of the free and 
unlimited coindge of silver. This would, 
of course, mean that a free coinage meas- 
ure, if brought forward in the senate, would 
pass. White there may be nothing in this, 
still those who favor the admission bills 
are considerably excited over the rumors. - 

One Way to Get Them Out. 

Senator Kyle, of South Dakota,. has .in- 
troduced a bill in the senate requiring tem- 
perate habits of all government employes. 
His bill provides that ‘for the purposes: of 
this act, a person of temperate habits is 
one that has not been intoxicated for 
twelve months.’’ It then provides that ‘‘it 
shall be unlawful for the president or any 
other officer to appoint to any office in the 
army, navy or civil service any person of 
intemperate habits, as defined by this act.’’ 
The bil! further provides that “any person 
holding any office who becomes intoxicated 
shall forfeit his office and the proper ap- 
pointing power may fill the vacarey at 
once on proof of such intoxication.” 

High Art and Low Taste. 

Secretary Carlisle has left the settlement 
of the controversy over the world’s fair 
medal design to the sete committee, 
which is composed of Senators Vilas, Vest, 
Gray, Daniel, Gibson, Voorhees, Lindsay, Pet- 
tigrew, Hawley, Sherman, Cameron and Cul- 
lom. The medal, which was designed by 
Mr. St. Gaudens, is claimed to be a highly 
improper design and unfit for exhibition 
in any public place. Among other figures 
on the medal is a perfectly nude statue of 
@man. To this objection is made. The 
senate committee will probably decide the 
matter within a few days. 

Two Strings to His Bow. 

The case as to whether or not General 
Daniel E. Sickles, of New York, can draw 
his salary of $5,000 as a member of con- 
gress and of $4,500 as a retired general of 
the army, which is now before Comptrol-er 
Mansur for decision, has aroused consider- 
able interest here. There has never been 
another case of the same kind. The con- 
stitution prohibits any member of congress 
from holding any other office under the 
government, but whether or not an officer 
on the retired list of the army holds an 
office within the meaning of the constitution 
is the question to be decided. Genera) 
Sickles and his friends claim that it is not. 
The comptroller will probably decide the 
case very soon. Siuould he decide that 
General Sickles cannot draw both salaries 
it is possible that the general may retire 
from congress and continue his sa:ary of 


$4,500 as a retired officer of the army. 


Fight in the Committtee. 

Quite a little fight is going on in the 
democratic’ congressional committee over 
the selection of a chairman and secretary. 
The candidates for chairman are Represen- 
tative Forman, of Illinois, and Representa- 
tive Stevens, of Massachusetts. Mr 
Stevens is objected to on the ground that 
he is opposed to an income tax and it is 
probable that Mr. Forman may be selected, 
as the advocates of an income tax are in 
the majority. Mr. James Kerr, the clerk 
of che house, will probably be selected as 
secretary. 

Judge Maddox Makes a Speech. 


Judge Maddox, of Georgia, delivered his 
maiden speech in the house of representa- 
tives tonight. He had but twenty minutes 
allowed him, but in that time he made one 
of the strongest speeches yet heard in favor 
of the inccme tax. Judge Maddox is an 
orator of considerable ability and by his 
speech tonight demonstrated that Georgia 
has in him a man who promises to take 
high rank in the house E. W. B. 


HONORS ARE EASY. 


Isadore Straus Elected and Colonel 
Bill Brown Defeated. 

New York, January 30.—The spec'al eiec- 
tions today for two congressmen in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth districts, resulted 
in an even distribution as far as the politi- 
cal parties are concerned, but the republi- 
cans are rejoicing over their signal victory 
in the fourteenth district. There the re- 
publican candidate, Lemuel Quigg, beat his 
rival, William T. Brown, by 93 votes, and 


thus succeeds to the seat left vacant by. 


Colonel John Fellows, democrat, now dis- 


trict attorney. 

In the fifteenth district Isadore Straus 
was elected over Frederick Sigrist, repub- 
lican. Mr. Straus succeeds Ashel P. Fitch, 
democrat, now comptroller of this city. 
The defeat of Brown came as something of 
a surprise to many. His nomination was 
considered as a guarantee of his election, 
and he had declined to run for his old scat 
in the state senate on the promise of the 
nomination for congress. It had become 
apparent, however, towards the close of the 
campaign that Mr. Quigg was making an 
unparalleled fight, and his chances grew 
brighter every day. This being the first 
congressional election since the commence- 
ment of the general agitation over the 
Wilson bill and the income tax, the result 
is important. It lends color to a teported 
remark made by Richard Croker in his late 
fVX.terview with President Cleveland, that 
the passage of the Wilson bill would 1rapair 
the chances of the democratic congressional 
candidates in New York. 

In the last election for congress in the 
fourteenth district the voz2 st22d yvohn K. 
Fellows, democrat, 26,267; H. Charles Uimen, 
republican, 17,442. Fellows had a plurality 
over all the candidates of 8,825. : 

In the fifteenth district Fitch, democrat, 
got 27,741 votes and Robinson, republican, 
had 15,872. Fitch’s plurality over all his 
opponents was 11,869. : 

The fourteenth congressional district com- 
prises the nineteenth and part of the twen- 
ty-first and twenty-second assembly dis- 
tricts. ‘The fifteenth congressional district 
includes the twenty-third and part of the 
twenty-first and twenty-second assembly 
districts.

The Brave Old Admiral Brought DeGama 


to Time in Short Order. 
CONFLICTING 


One Story Is That the Brazilian In- 
surgent Has Surrendered, 


ANOTHER SAYS HE IS THINKING OF IF 


No Heavy Guns Were Fired, and Only 


Musket Shots Were Exchanged—Ben- © 
ham Meant Business, Thoug:. 


Rio de Janeiro, January 30.—(Copyrighte@ 
1894 by the Associated Press.)—The fol.ow- 4 
ing statement has been made to the As- 4 
sociated Press correspondent by Admiral 


Benham, commander of the United States 
fleet in this harbor: 

‘The insurgent forces on Cobras island 
last Friday fired upon aship flying the 
United States flag. I protested to Admiral) 
de Gama against this action and his re 
sponse was that he had warned the com- 
mander of the ship, when it was at the bar 
at Rio de Janeiro, as to the whereabouts 
of the danger lIine. I ordered Admiral de 
Gama to cease firing. 

“Both the guns on the island of Cobras 
and the guns of the insurgent -warship 
Trajano opened fire Saturday upon the 
Agate, a vessel hailing from New York. 1] 
warned Admiral de~Gama at once that if 
the fire was repeated I would fire back. 
I also warned ‘him that if he touched an 
American ship or American goods I would 
consider him a” pirate. I told him that 1 
would protect American property absolutely 


‘from the fire of his guns and that | should 


retaliate upon him for any damage done 
un:ess it was entirely apparent that the 
damage was due to chance shots.” 

_Admiral Benham says that he notified 
Admiral de Gama unofficially that firing 
by the insurgents upon the wharves for 
merely creating terror and to prolong the 
blockade would not be permitted so far as 
Americans and American vessels were con- 
cerned. 

To this the insurgent admiral made no 
answer. 

The captains of the American vessels, 
Admiral Benham continued, wanted to go 
to the wharves, and the American admiral 
notified De Gama that it was his intention 
to convoy them at sunrise on Monday. 

Fearing trouble, Admiral Benham ordered 
that the vessels of his fleet be cleared ‘for 
action. 

The three ships referred to were the Amy, 
the Good News and the Julia Rollins. The 
captains of two of the ships weakened and 
failed to come into the harbor. The Amy 
was the only one that ventured in, and she 
was escorted by the United States cruiser 
Detroit. 

As a precaution against any possible ag- 
gressive action on the part of the insur- 
gents, the cruisers New York, Charleston 
and Newark were assigned to watch the 
action of De Gama’s ships—the Aquidaban 
and Tamandase—while the Detroit and San 
Francisco were signaled to take positions 
near the Trajano and the Guanabara. 

These precautions certainly proved effect- 
ive, and the insurgents in the face of this 
formidable array of American vessels, made 
but the feeblest attempt to hinder the Amy’s 
progress to her wharf. 

No guns were opened upon her by De 
Gama’s vessels, and, as a matter of course, 
the American vessels did not fire upon the 
insurgent ships. 

The Insurgents Protest. 

The insurgents’ protest consisted of this: 

As the Amy got abreast of the Guanabara 
a ‘marine on the last named vessel aimed 
a musket at her and fired. ; 

Two musket shots were fired at the 
Guanabara and the Trajano from the 
Amy’s escort, the Detroit, in return. This 
was enough. All opposition ceased at once, 
and the use of heavy guns was not consid- 
ered necessary at any time. 

The reason that the other two ships, 
which had notified Admiral Benham that 
they wished to go to their wharves. failed 
to do so, is that their commanders were 
persuaded from entering the harbor by a 
man by the name of Rollins, who is be- 
lieved to be the agent of an English firm, 
which has been furnishing the rebels with 
money. At .a@ late hour Admiral de 
Gama conferred with his officers 
upon the advisability of surrendering 
to the Detroit in consequence of the musket 
shots fired. He was dissuaded from doing 
go, but it is thought possible that he may 
yet -decide to surrender to the American 
commander. 

There is no doubt but that Admiral de 
Gama is in a bad way. A propoSed com- 
promise has been refused by Piexoto’s gov- 
ernment and it seems to be only a matter 
of time when he will have to give up the 
struggle. The complications of the insur- 
gent situation are increased by the wbsence 
of Admiral de Mello. The failure of the lat- 
ter admiral to arrive here to the assistance

In conc.usion the Brazilian minister sa™ 
tlat from the source which the news was 
received from Rio regarding the surrender 
of Admiral de Gama, there cannot be the 
slightest question as te its truth, although 
no official confirmation has reached him. 
A high official of the British foreign oftice 
who was questioned, by the Associated 
Press representative as to the accuracy of 
the dispatch received from Rio de Janeiro 
announcing the surrender of Admiral de 
Gama, expressed the opinion that it might 
be true that the rebel admiral had sur- 
réenderei to the United States admiral; it 
would be the easiest way out of a great 
difficulty. 

Has an Elephant on His Hands. 

In conclusion, the foreign official said he 
did not see what the United States admira} 
would do with Admiral de Gama and the 
insurgents who surrendered with him. 

Admiral Benham, he added, could not 
very well surrender the insurgents to Presi- 
dent Peixoto, who would undoubtedly shoot 
them, and-it was hardly probable that the 
United States government would care to 
assume the care of a mass of Brazilian in- 
Surgents for an indefinite period. Thus, 
according to the representative of the for- 
eign office, if it was true that the insur- 
gents had surrendered to the United States 
admiral the latter would seem to have an 
elephant on his hands. 

Reports in Buenos Ayres. 

Buenos Ayres, January 30.—It is reported 

here that the situation of affairs at Rio 
de Janeiro is most critical. Firing is re- 
ported, and it is said that the United States 
war vessels have been engaged with the 
result that Admiral de Gama is said by 
one report to have surrendered and ac- 
eording to another report to have with- 
drawn his ships from the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the city of Rio de Janeiro. 
' These sensational reports are not yet con- 
firmed, but there seems to be no donbt that 
serious events are happening at Rio de 
Janeiro and that the American admiral has 
taken erergetic steps 10 protect American 
interests. 

As this dispatch is being sent a report 
reaches here that Admiral de Gama is : 
priscncr in the hands of President Peixoto. 
It is also rumored that the insurgent. mar 
of war fired upon the American fleet anc 
trat the latter returned the sho‘s.

JUDGE STEWART’S FUNERAL. 


Impressive Services at the Church. 
At the Grave. 

Griffin, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—Today 
the remains of Judge Jonn D. Stewart were 
laid to rest in the Citizens’ cemetery with 
very imposing ceremonies. 

The funeral was announced to take place 
at 10 o’clock, but long before that time a 
large ‘crowd had gathered at the house, 
while the church was crowded by those who 
came early that they might be enabled to 
get a seat. 

The large seating capacity of the First 
Baptist church was full and chairs crowded 
the aisles, but even this was insufficient, 
for the entrances were crowded with peo- 
ple standing, while the front entrance out- 
side of the church was filled by those who 
could not get inside. 

The funeral cortege was formed at the 
house and slowly escorted his remains from 
his residence on Taylor street, turning at 
Tenth street into Poplar, slowly wending 
its way to Hill street and to the First 
Baptist church. The procession marched 
in the following order:

The Harry Hill case, in which the defend- 
ant is charged with having forged the name 
of Mrs. Fannie Lowry Porter to a number 
of notes, was begun in the criminal court 
yesterday morning and the first witness 
was placed on the stand yesterday after- 
noon at a few minutes past 2 o'clock. 

The first witness was Mrs. J. H. Porter. 

She entered the courtroom escorted by her 
husband, Colonel J. H. Porter; her brother, 
Captain Robert Lowry; Mrs. A. E. Grady 
and young Mr. Porter. As she entered the 
courtroom there was a momentary flutter 
as many people in the crowded courtroom 
craned forward to catch a sight of her. 
She was attired in a close-fitting dress of 
brown stuff, and wore about her shoulders 
a semi-mantle of velvet, trimmed in black 
fur. Her hat was something elegant and 
she wore a light veil that shaded her coun- 
tenance without hiding it from view. 

In figure Mrs. Porter is commanding and 
is fine looking in every sense of the word. 
While the features of her face are not of 
the regular mold, there is about them a 
certain delicate refinement that proved a 
true indication of her feelings. As she went 
to the stand, Captain Lowry walking

Upon cross-examination he stated that he 
knew Colonel Echols and remembered that 
he had brought to his office stock of the 
Lowry Banking:Company to the face value 
of $20,000; that he also saw Mr. Echols in the 
possession of three notes of $2,000 each, 
which were signed by Mrs. Fannie Lowry 
Pofter and made payable to Colonel Echols; 
that Colonel Echols had not proposed to put 
up the stock as collateral for the notes to 
be discounted, Colonel Echols had wanted 
to know if the notes were good, but that he 
did not discvuunt them. 

“Colonel Echols said,”’ said Cashier Thorn- 
ton, “‘that he wanted to put the money in 
the whisky company.” 

“Object!” cried Messrs. C. D.. Hill, Ham- 
mond and Arnold. 

“Mrs. Porter,’ said Colonel Rucker, “has 
said that Colonel Echols was her agent 
and had the power to do what he pleased 
with the notes. She also testified that the 
notes were not for the purpose of investing 
in the whisky company.

The 
companies composing this regiment are the 
Clarke Light Infantry, the Clinch Rifles, 
the Oglethorpe Infantry, the German 
Guards, all of Augusta; the Irvin Guards, 
of Washington; the Burke Light Infantry, 
of Waynesboro, and the Swainsboro and 
Sandersville companies, which have been 
added to the old battalion. The Irish Vol- 
unteers and the Electric City Cadets will 
soon be admitted to the state militia and 
will be added to the Sixth ‘regiment. No 
names are yet mentioned for the office of 
colonel. 

Another Myra Clark Gaines Suit. 

The children of Mr. P. Hansberger, of 
Augusta, may get a share of a big fortune 
left in Maryland. About fifty heirs of Ste- 
phen Mast, who died in Baltimore 100 years 
ago, will begin suit to recover a tract of 
280 acres of land in that city said to be 
worth $100,000,000.

Mr. George A. Jenks 
has been engaged by them as counsel.

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SHAMEFUL IF TRUE. }: 


Grave Charges Are Made Against the Roff 
Home Superintendent. 


BIBB COUNTY'S SUPPLIES MISUSED 


Calloway Is Accused by the Grand Jury 
of Neglecting the Old Inmates and of 
Being Partialto the Young Ones. 


Macon, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—Today 
in Bibb superior court before Judge Bart- 
lett the grand jury made the following spicy 
and sensational special presentment: 

*“‘We, the grand jury of Bibb county, haye 
had brought to our attention today a mat- 
ter sO grave that we deem it our duty to 
make this a special] presentment to the 
court. This matter involves not only the 
integrity and good name of the county, but 
the well being of the county’s greatest char- 
ity. Irom witnesses brought before us to- 
day and placed under oath we learn that 
there is now and has been the grossest mis- 
management of the Roff home. The wit- 
nesses swear that they were even intimi- 
dated on receiving notice to appear before 
this jury. They were told that if they made 
any statement reflecting on the superintend- 
ent they would be discharged. One of the 
inmates has been actually discharged for 
saying he would tell the jury the truth if 
brought before it. They state, under 
Oath, that the old and feeble women at the 
home are neglected and left to care for 
themselves, while the younger and more at- 
tractive women have constant and special 
attention. It is also brought to our notice 
that the sick and intirm among the old men 


are disgracefully neglected. it is also in. 


evidence -that there has been shameful 
waste and misuse of the supplies furnished 
by the county to its aged and infirm. To 
the burning shame of this county, it is in 
evidence that the superintendent is harbor- 
ing near the home, and that she is a con- 
Stant visitor of the home, a woman who 
is believed to be a common prostitute. This 
jury believes from the teStimony heard this 
day that the superintendent is actually sup- 
plying this abandoned woman from the 
county storehouse, and that he is living in 
shameful adultery with her. 

“So outraged does this jury feel at the 
revelations made of the condition of things 
at this home of the county’s poor that they 
deem it their duty to make this special pre- 
s@¢ntment to the court and ask the court to 
direct the proper officers to order an imme- 
diate discharge of the superintendent.” 

Sheriff Westcott served a copy of the 
above presentment on Chairman G. M. Da- 
vis, of the county commissioners. The com- 
missioners will meet tomorrow to consider 
the question. The friends of Superintend- 
ent Calloway say they think the matter has 
been considerably exaggerated, and they 
believe that he will show himself to be not 
The Roff home is Bibb 
‘county’s hospital or poorhouse. 

Have the Encampment Here. 

Major E, E. Winters, manager of the con- 
soiidated street railway of Macon, was 
formerly department commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the stat? 
of Tennessee, when he was a resident of 
Nashville. He was an efficient and en- 
thusiastic official, and his zeal in Grand 
Army of the Republic affat™ has not abated 
in the least. As a past department com- 
mander he will have a vote in the conven- 
tion of the Grand Army of the Republic 
this summer in deciding where the annual 
encampment shall be held next year. He 
is heartily in favor of Atlanta as the place 
and he will do all in his power to have the 
encampment of 1895 meet there. Louisville 
will also be a contestant for the encamp- 
ment, but Major Winters is firmly of the 
Opinion that Atlanta is the most appro- 
priate and better place in every way. It 
has all the necessary railway and hotel 
facilities for the prompt transportation and 
easy accommodation of the multitude that 
will be in attendance. 

Major Winters is h-peful of Atlanta be- 
ing selected. He says that the union vet- 
erans will find pleasure and interest in be- 
holding once again the ‘battletields in and 
around Atlanta, and many other historic 
scenes. Though Major Winters is a resident 
of Georgia, he will, under the Grand Army 
of the Republic rules, vote with the Ten- 
nessee delegates. He will exert himself to 
get the entire Tennessee delegation to vote 
for Atlanta. 

There in another past department com- 
mander from a distant state now residing 
in Macon, towit: Captain L. C. Young, a 
conductor on the Central railroad. He was 
formerly department commander for the 
state of New York. He will also vote for 
the encampment of 189 to be held at At- 
lanta, and will endeavor to get the New 
York delegation to vote for Atlanta. 

The Grand Army of the Republic has 
never held an encampment in the south. 
In 1886, Major Winters, who was then re- 
siding at Nashville and was department 
commander for Tennessee, was one of a 
committee from Tennessee to attend the 
annual encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic at San Francisco, and urge 
that the encampment in 1887 be held at 
Nashville. Major Winters had previously 
visited ten western and northern states in 
the interest of Nashvile and six of the ten 
States agreed to vote for Nashville. When 
the question came up in the convention at 
wali Francisco there were three contestants 
—Nashville, Topeka and St. Louis. Nash- 
ville was on the eve of winning when Gen- 
eral Sherman arose and made an appeal 
for St. Louis, and finally won the fight by 
inviting the Grand Army of the Republic 
boys to come and visit him. The veterans 
could not resist the invitation of the old 
grizzly warrior, and St. Louls was settled 
on for the encampment with a whoop. 

Major Winters thinks it is Atlanta's time 
now, and as Atlanta usually gets what she 
wants, he believes that the Grand Army of 
the Republic encampment of 1895 will be 
held there. 

Will Run for Sheriff. 

Mr. Mack Davis announced today to Tne 
Constitution’s correspondent that he is a 
candidate for sheriff and is positively in the 
race to stay. Heretofore the candidacy of 
Mr. Davis has cnly been rumvred, but he 
States that it a certainty. Mr. Davis says 
he has no announcements to make relative 
to who are to be his deputies and jailer in 
the event he is elected. He says he has 
not yet selected any one to run on the 
ticket with him and may not decide who 
shall be his deputies and jailer until his 
election has been determined. Sheriff Sam 
Westcott will be a candidate for re-election. 
The primary for the nomination does not 
occur until about next September, but the 
announcement of Mr. Davis that he is a 
candidate opens the campaign right away. 
Will other announcements for county offices 
be made soon? 

Death of Captain Pearson. 

Captain Samuel H. Pearson died this 
morning at 5 o’clock at the residence of 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Asher Ayres, on 
Walnut street. His death brings deep re- 
gret to the people of Macon, all of whom 
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respected and esteemed him. His death is 

@ peculiarly sad one. The deceased was 
only about thirty-five or thirty-six years old 
and had everything to make life rosy and 
happy. He was popular and in prosperous 
circumstances. He was a member of the 
well-known retail dry goods firm of W. A. 
Doody & Co. He was serving his third 
year as an alderman and his term would 
have expired next December. When he was 
elected alderman from the first ward he 
lead the ticket ahd became an efficient 
member of the council. He is chairman of 
the committee on records and accounts, and 
a member of other important committees. 
He was a member from the council on the 
joint committee to draw a new charter for 
the city and he was, also, 4 member of the 
joint sewer eommittee. About a year ago 
he was elected captain of the Macon Volun- 
teers to succeed Captain Joseph E. Wells; 
who had to resign on account of ill health. 
Captain Wells is still alive, but Captain 
Pearson is nox; numbered with the dead. 
At the time of Mr. Pearson’s election to 
the captaincy he was first lieutenant of the 
company. Until a few months ago Captain 
Pearson was in perfect health. He went to 
the world’s fair and contracted a severe 
cold which settled on his lungs, and finally 
developed into consumption whict has rap- 
idly carried him away. He went to Florida 
secking improvement, but returned about 
two weeks ago to die. Mr. Pearson came to 
Macon some years ago from Eatonton, and 
immediately won the good will and esteem 
of the people of Macon. We was a young 
gentleman of high character and very af- 
fable manners. He married Miss Mamie 
Ayres, who survives her husband, with 
Several children. The funeral services of 
Captain Pearson will be held sometime to- 
morrow, perhaps in the afternoon, from 
Christ Episcopal church. The Macon Vol- 
unteers will attend the burial of their late 
beloved and deeply lamented commander.

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The Solicitor General Speaks in the 
Hinkle Cass, 


HE ARGUES THAT IT WAS MURDER 


Judge Twiggs Follows for the Defense, 
Declaring That Worsham Was Shot 
by Hinkle in De‘ense of His Son. 


Americus, Ga., January 30.—(Special.)—The 
Hinkle trial was resumed this morning 
with the solicitor general before the jury. 
He warned the jury that they were to try 
this case upon the evidence and not under 
the influence of favors done in a profession- 
al way by the prisoner to the jurors or 
their families. The solicitor general paid 
his respects to Judge Fort and Colonel Lit- 
tle in a humorous way, imitating with his 
Watch Judge Fort’s attitude with a stop 
watch before the jury. He read from the 
New Testament the account of what he 
said was Simon Peter’s telling a lie and 
Swearing to it, and Peter was as good 
& man as Dr. J. B. Hinkle or any other 
Hinkle, and their statement and testimony 
were untrue and sworn to. The solicitor 
general claimed that even if there was no 
assassination and that the killing resulted 
after an altercation, it was still murder, 
of which crime assassination was only a 
form and that unless Worsham was the 
assailant and life was endangered, the kill- 
ing was murder. The solicitor went over 
the history of the case from its incipiency, 
showing how the Burt-Hinkle lawsuit en- 
raged Dr. Hinkle because a jury believed 
Dr. Worsham in preference to Hinkle. 
Worsham’s forbearance when charged by 
Dr. Hinkle with perjury was the highest 
of moral courage and his desire to avoid 
a difficulty. The solicitor adverted to the 
statement of the opposing counsel that 
only two living witnesses of the killing 
now remained—the two Drs. Hinkle—and 
asked where were Horine and Lumpkin 
and, above all, where was the negro boy 
who was holding the horses at the edge 
of the sidewalk, whom the defense failed 
to introduce. 

The solicitor took A. B. Hinkle’s hat and 
putting on a pair of knucks illustrated to 
the jury that the knots on the head did not 
correspond with the breaks in the hat, 
the largest break in the hat being just 
over the right ear, where no bruises ap- 
peared on the head at all. ‘ 

As to the Knots on Hinkle’s Head. 

“Nobody but Dr. A. B. Hinkle knows 
whence the knots on his head came. They 
were probably there before.” The testi- 
mony of Chapman and Hawkins as to the 
identity of the knucks was reviewed and 
it was claimed that WorSham’s knucks 
were never identified nor was there proof 
that the knucks found on the sidewalk were 
Worham’s, the presumption being that they 
were put there for a purpose. The solicitor 
claimed that the actual time from Dr. 
Horine’s seeing Worsham pass him until 
the shooting was not a half minute. He 
also insisted that when Chief Lamar ar- 
rived and told the Hinkles to disarm them- 
selves they were already unarmed, having 
previously gone into the office, according 
to Dr. Horine, and come out again before 
the officers arrived. Lamar ws honest, 
but he was mistaken: Barrow went in 
with them, but they put away no arms at 
that time, as Lamar supposed, if Barrow’s 
testimony was true. 

The solicitor alluded to the statement of 
the Hinkles before Judge Guerry about the 
shoté being the most important testimony 
against them. Dr. J. B. Hinkle claimed to 
have fired only three shots and asked Al- 
bert whether any other shots were fired or 
not and Albert replied that he did not 
Know, unless Worsham did, as he was too 
dazed by the blow to Know. Solicitor Hud- 
son concluded his able review of the evi- 
dence at 11:30 o’clock and was followed by 
Judge H. H. D. Twiggs for the defense. 
Judge Twigs Reviews the Evidence. 

Judge Twiggs commenced humorously on 
the scripture quoted by the solicitor gener- 
al and claimed that that official was as far 
off on his scripture as was Colonel Hinton 
on the law. The court with some difficulty 
suppyessed the merriment of the audience 
over this passage of scriptural arms. 

When recess for dinner was announced, 
Judge Twiggs had spoken just a half hour 
and long before the reassembling of court 
at 2 o’clock every available inch of space 
was occupied by*the largest crowd seen in 
the courtroom. They were attracted by a 
desire to hear Judge Twiggs and witness 
the final act of the gladiatorial contest. be- 
tween the distinguished lawyers. Promptly 
at the hour Judge Fish took his seat and 
Judge Twiggs resumed his argument. He 
spoke of the criticisms of Dr. Hinkle’s 
statement and claimed that it was corrobor- 
ated in a half dozen essential particulars by 
the state’s witnesses, as well as 
by those of the defense. He  pro- 
posed tu demonstrate not that. the 
prisoner was not guilty, but that he was 
innocent. Judge Twiggs disclaimed any 
idea that Dr. Worsham anticipated trouble 
at that time, a contention made by the 
state as representing the theory of the de- 
fense. He stated that the state’s winesses, 
Fred Davenport and Professor Cox, differ- 
ed irreconcilably between themselves as to 
what occurred between Worsham and tin- 
kle on the Friday before the Killing. Judge 
Twiggs discussed the agreement between 
the statements of W. K. Bell and Dr. 
J. B. Hinkle as to the request of Hinkie 
for Bell to go to his office a short time 
before the killing, as evidence that Hinkle 
had no purpose of having a difficulty with 
Worsham. He discussed Dr. Horine’s tes- 
timony in detail, claiming that the noise 
that attracted Horine’s attention was the 
murderous whack of. Worsham’s knucks 
on Albert Hinkle’s defenseless head. The 
two minutes given by Dr. Horine wére am- 
ple time tor all to occur that the defense 
claimed did occur. The speaker ciaimed 
that the direction of the bails showed tha: 
every one of them came from a man shoot- 
ing on a level witKH the deceased and not 
from the veranda three feet above, as testi- 
tied by Horine. Judge Twiggs argued that 
the association of ideas iinked with memory 
uccounted for Horine’s belief that two-men 
fired the two pistols instead of one man 
firing both. Horine’s «testimony showed 
that Worsham was on the outer side of 
the walk and Dr. J. B. Hinkle was on the 
veranda fifteen feet away, and yet three 
of the wounds showed.powder burns, which 
could have only been made by a pistol a 
few inches distant. | 

A Tribute te the Father. 

The testimony of Rev. C. W. Littlejohn 
contiicted with that of Horine and Everett. 
Littlejohn stated that the flashes were on 
the outer side of the sidewalk and that 
they could have come from two pistols in 
the hands of one man. Judge Twiggs took 
' up the overcoat of Dr. Worsham and show- 
ed by the powder burns on it that the shots 
came from the closest proximity, right on 
the sidewalk, where Dr. Hinkle stated 
they were fired, and not from the veranda 
as stated by witnesses. The speaker paid 
an eloquent tribute to the parental love of 
Dr. Hinkle for his son, and pictured the 
craven Character of a sun who, in such an 
hour of calamity, would shirk the responsi- 
bility upon his aged father. Judge Twiggs 
then went into an argument to prove that 
Dr. Hinkle fired ail the four shots. He sub- 
mitted to the jury cariridges of two sizes 
and, with Dr. Worsham's hat in hand, 
pointed out that only the 32-caliber hail 
could have penetrated the hat and, there-

TEN BILLIONS OF CONFISCATION, 


The Havoc Wrought by the Single Gold 
Standard and the Remedy. 
Portland, Ore., January 2%.#Editor Con- 
stitution: I would submit through your 
columns to my former associates of ‘the 
Georgia bar, for their action, the following 
propositions vital to the prosperity of the 

entire union: 

1. It is a mathematical demonstration 
that, at one biow last spring, the Ameri- 
can people suffered a confiscation of over 
$10,000,000,000 through the gold standard. 

2. That 25.8 grains of gold of standard 
weight was at that time our standard or 
the measure of value of our “dollar,” and 
it then and there rose 37% per cent in value 
or purchasing power. 

8. That the private and public debt of 
America, outside of current commercial 
debts was $32,000,000,000 and that the rise in 
gold added three-eighths or over $10,000,000,- 
000 to those debts, which is confiscation, 
pure and simple. 

4. That the merchants of this union, at 
that time, carried five-eighths of their 
stock on time, from sixty days to six 
months, amounting to many billions more 
of debt, and the rise in.gold, adding three- 
eighths to those debts, put them all upon 
the verge of bankruptcy. This also is con- 
fiscation, bald and naked. 

5. That the consequent paralysis of trade 
has wrecked our railroads, thrown out of 
employment over three million laborers, 
at an average loss of over $6,000,000 a day, 
with unparalleled destitution in our coun- 
try, and has jeopardized the homes of all 
our farmers, plastered with mortgages be- 
cause of a contracted currency. This is 
high-handed robbery. 

In a word, that the gold stundard has, 
suddenly in the midst of unusual prosperity, 
inflicted upon a free people, without warn- 
ing, the most gigantic confiscation in his- 
tory and has spread ruin over the entire 
union. 

6. All this has been done by the actions 
of two foreign nations, Austria and India, 
in changing last May and June, to the 
gold standard, an event that is liable to 
happen annually, since two-thirds of the 
world are still on the silver standard. 

7. The remedy, for the present ills and 
the preventive of future confiscations, is 
by a return to the safe and sacred stand- 
ard of our fathers, called by some the 
“double standard,”’ on which gold and sil- 
ver as full legal tender may be freely coin- 
ed and used, as in all the history of the 
world before 1873. 

I desire to submit the proof of these prop- 
ositions to the bar of Georgia, because it 
is to a free and fearless bar we owe the 
guerdon of constitutional liberty and popu- 
lar rights. The fame of Otis, of Henry 
and of Jefferson, is more enduring in the 
records of American liberty than monu- 
ments of brass. I would that the bar 
Should take such action, individually or 
collectively, and by aid of the press in in- 
terviews or otherwise, as to them would 
seem best to settle the truth in the public 
mind and to rally a free people to the de- 
fense of their homes and firesides against 
this insidious foe, more ruinous than the red 
coats of King George. 

I invite the bar to follow my line of 
thought carefully and critically, for it is 
the most vital question of the century. 

On February 12, 1873, congress enacted that 
the ‘‘one-dollar gold piece’ ef “tne stand- 
ard weight of 25.8 grains shall be the unit 
of value.” That law is still upon our 
statute book unrepealed, and therefore on 
May 1, 1893, it was the standard or measure 
of value of the “dollar’’ of all our debts. 
The , financial records of the world show 
that the ratio between gold and silver 
changed in May to 2 to 1 and in June to 
28 to 1, making a change in two months of 
sig per cent. That this was a rise in gold 
and not a fall in silver is apparent from a 
few plain facts. Silver and all other pro- 
ducts, including gold, rise and fall upen 
the settled law of supply and demand. No 
Sane’ man will allege a sudden over-produc- 
tion of sJ#ver in those two fatal months. 
Henée there was no increased supply to ac- 
count fer a fall in price of silver. It was 
not a decreased demand for silver, unless 
there was also a sudden and ratable de- 
crease in the demand for all other products, 
except gold. Because every other value fell 
notably and suddenly. They fell unaccount- 
ably, without warning, in the midst of un- 
exambled prosperity: Beyond questivn the 
Same cause that reduced the gold price of 
Silver reduced the gold price of ali other 
products. It is a settled maxim of finance 
that as the grain of a money metal that 
measures the “dollar’’ rises in value the 
property which it measures falls ratably. 
In this way the fall of silver and of all 
other products ratably is accounted for on 
plain principles of commerce. It must be 
then that gold rose. There was a sudden 
and extraordinary increase in the demand 
for its use as the standard of the local 
coinage of Austria and India and as the 
exclusive money of final redemption of all 
their local debts. When its presence is 
absolutely necessary an imperative demand 
is created that gives added commercial 
value to a scarce metal. When its absence 
can be supplied with silver no such demand 
arises. 

The suddenness of this unexampled change 
in the ratio exploded the “‘goldbug’”’ theory 
of a tallin silver. It revealed to the yankee 
nation the confiscation of the geld standard 
in all its naked enormity. It leaves no 
room for argument. The gradual chaage 
of ratio between gold and silver from {873 
to i889 was plausibly but erroneously ast- 
tributed by the ‘“‘golddugs’”’ to the fall tn 
silver from “over-production,” etc. The 
change of America in February, 18723 and 
Germany, in August, 1873, to the gold stand- 
ard caused a rise in gold of only 12% per 
cent, because then all the world, except 
England, was and had deen for uncounted 
ages on the silver standafd, and the capac- 
ity of goid was not over-strained by this 
additional demand. It made, however, the 
greatest panic of our history to that date. 
As year after year until 1889 other nations 
of Europe followed our lead to the gold 
Standard gold rose steadily until the ratio 
was 22 to 1. Silver production increased, it 
is true, somewhat more than gold, but a 
much larger imcrease in the days when it 
was the standard had never changed the 
ratio for uncounted centuries. This, of 
itself, is a clear demonstration that it was 
gold rising by reason of this new demand 
for its exclusive use. The proposition is 
clear then that gold rose three-eighths in 
value last spring. Congressman Sibley in 
his great speech of August 18, 1893, shows 
our private and public debt of record to 
be $32,000,000,000. ‘Three-eighths of $32,000,- 
000,000 is $12,000,000, therefore, of confisca- 
tion. Of this, $250,000,000 is national debts 
and $2,,0,000,000 is city, couniy and state 
debts. The additional confiscatiom of our 
merchants and lakbcrers needs mo elabora- 
tion. That we are subject to a like confis- 
cation when the Rothschilds shall force 
Japan and Chile to the gold standard is 
plain. Also when Mex‘co and Ching shall 
be reduced to the yoke by this most gi- 
gantic power of the world’s history. Serf- 
dom to the money power stares ys in the 


face. 
The remedy ‘s plain. Let us hasten to 
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safe and sacred standard of our fathers. 
That standard was silver. With it as the 
standard and fuil legal tender and with 
gold also as a legal tender, but not exclu- 
sive, both coins could be kept of equal 
value. Some people have imagined we al- 
ways until November, 189, had a “double 
standard” and with the confusion of such 
an idea for a basis of reasoning it was im- 
possible even to find out the confiscations 
of the gold standard. This false light has 
been held (designedly perhaps by some) 
before the American pecple for twenty 
years. But the acts of congress show it 
was always the silver standard until 1878, 
when we were tricked into it by John Sher- 
man. The act of April 2, 1792, established 
the Spanish milled dollar of 371% gra:ns of 
pure silver as the “‘measure of value”’’of our 
unif, in this language: ‘Dollars or units, 
each to be of the value of a Spanish milled 
dollar as the same is’ now current and to 
contain 3714 grains cf pure, or 416 grains 
of standard silver.’ The act ot January 19, 
1839, reduced the alloy 3% grains, so that 
the standard dollar was 412% grains. ; 

I hope the Georgia bar, aided by the Geor- 
gia free press, will take up this vital ques- 
tion and call attention of the entire union 
to this gigantic eonfiscation. The moment 
the fact is realized clearly we will have 
relief from this ruin. Congress will revoke 
the gold standard end the nations that foi- 
lowed us to the gold standard will likely 
follow us back. The withdrawal of this 
great nation alone from the gold standard 
will doubtless reduce the ratio to W to 1, 
| oer more than Austria znd India added to 
it. Every return of other nations to the 
silver standard is so muck restoration of 
the confiscations of twenty years.

A Representative Gathering of the Labor- 
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Mr. John Griffin Carlisle, secretary t# 
the treasury, and his bond issue of $50,000,- 
@ have been subjects of general comment 
here for the past few days. More especial- 
jy has the matter excited interest since the 
fling of the application for an injunction 
against the issue by the Knights of Labor? 
and, for this reason, it has called forth 
more remarks from the people at large 
than anyother recent question of national 
import. 

From a number of talks with the most 
prominent workingmen of the city ther 
comes a unanimous verdict against the 
measure, and some of these are 
eouched in no uncertain language. 

Mr. Deihl Talks. 

Mr. George A. Deihl, president of the 
¥cunzg Men’s Democratic League, and gen- 
eral foreman of the Western and Af*tlantic 
shops, was first seen. He was very pro- 
nounced in his denunciation of the issuance 
of the 350,000,000 of bonds, as proposed in 
Secretary Carlisle’s recent circular. He was 
the application of the 
Knights of Labor for an injunction, and 
says that the evil effects consequent upon 
the issue would be felt by all laborers alike. 
Mr. Deihl gives three reasons why the pro- 
posed issue would be wrong. Says he: 

“You can’t expect a railroad man, as 
busy as 1 am in the shops here, witn two 
hundred men under me, to keep pace with 
movements of national importance; but lI 
have looked into this question to some ex- 
tent, and have read what The Constitu- 
tion had to say this morning about the ap- 
plication of the Knights of Labor to check 
mr. Carlisle in his effort to issue these 
bonds. 

“I don’t believe the seceretary of the 
treasury has any right to effect this issue 
and sale. It seems to me that it would 
more properly come within the scope of the 
work of congress to take hold of this mat- 
ter. Il shouldn’t think that even the pres- 
ident has the right, to say nothing of the 
members of his cabinet. 

“Besides, bonds, I thought, were generally 
issued and sold to redeem legal tender notes 
of the United States. From what I can see 
and hear, this is not the secretary’s pur- 
pose in issuing these bonds. He wants to 
increase the amount of the gold reserve.” 

Mr. Deihl thought that not only would the 
issue of the bonds be wrong, but that there 
could be no necessity for such an issuance. 

“In the second place,” he continued, “of 
all the gold coin now in the treasury vaults 
I should thing that there could be found 
enoi.gh to pay the running expenses of the 
government, or to increase the amount of 
gold coin reserve to $100,000,000. 

“If this should be done, why not let con- 
gress do it? What have we got congress 
for? Does the secretary of the treasury 
want to issue and sell these bonds for the 
ynillionaires, or for- the poorer classes? 
Won’t the goldbugs of New York gobble up 
these bonds as soon as issued? And won't 
the poorer classes have to pay the inter- 
est? 

= we. 26. oh Ws a = grave 
question—this of the issuance and sale of 
$50,000,000 of bonds—and I don't believe the 
people will submit to it. There will be a 
greater hue and cry over it than over any- 
thing with which this government has late- 
iy had to do. 

“And, now,” said Mr. Deihl, in conclusion, 
“there is one other reason why I «object 
to this bond issue. I am not a chronic 
grumbler, but the fact is, as iq seems to 
me, the very source from which this thing 
originates is enough to make me disapprove 
of it. Behind these bonds for the increase 
of the gold reserve you will find the same 
backing that insisted in jumping off that 
plank of the democratic platform that de- 
nounced the Sherman act as a ‘cowardly 
makeshift,’ and that called for its imme- 
diate and unconditional repeal. 

“T don’t believe that there is any excuse 
for issuing these bonds. The country has 
all the indebtedness of an interest-bearing 
nature she can well stand up under. Be- 
sides, as Congressman Maddox says, even 
if it were not wrong to issue and sell these 
zold bonds, we could raise all-the money 
we need now by coining the seigniorage in 
the treasury. 

“You may just say for me that I am 
against the issue and I believe I am only 
one of many in the same boat.” 

Has the Goldbug Flavor, 

Mr. M. Lamar Collier, master mechani> 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, was 
busy over a batch of reports. “Of course,”’ 
said Mr. Collier, “‘we railroad: men are gen- 
erally too much rushed with work to go 
into the details of all these questions, and 
we only have time to scan the reports and 
accounts in the newspapers, but I have seen 
enough recently to know that there is ex- 
tensive opposition to Secretary Carlisle’s 
scheme. I must say that I have not given 
the matter very much thought, but from 
what I have read there seems to be some 
crookedness somewhere. To tell you the 
truth, it looks too much like he’s in cahoot 
with those goldbugs and money ‘sharks up 
north. What we want is not so much a 
stable reserve fund in the United States 
treasury as plenty of money throughout the 
country. Now, there is no use in denying 
the fact that there is distress in our land. 
Why, just the other day I was talking with 
Mr. D. H. Hughes, a man who is many 
times a millionaire and who has control of 
one of the most powerful railroad lines in 
the north. He made a remark which 
struck me with peculiar force. Speaking of 
the enormous reduction made in the force 
of factory hands, he said that it was not 
so much the idea either of protection or 
free trade that caused it as the unsettled 
condition of affairs. But that’s getting off 
from the main point. I don’t think that 
Mr. Carlisle had, in the first place, any 
authority to issue bonds and increase the 
bonded indebtedness of the county. There 
is no question about it, the interest upon 
these bonds must be paid from the pockets 
of the people, and as these bonds go on 
increasing the people will be more heavily 
taxed. 

“As I said before, though, this scheme of 
Secretary Carlisle has too much the flavor 
of the goidbugs about it.” 

Discussed at the Industrial Council. 

The Industrial Council met in regular ses- 
Sion last night. This organization, as is 
known, is composed of delegates from every 
labor organization in Atlanta, and it would 
be hard to find better representatives of 
the laboring class than these delegates. 
At each meeting of the council topics of 
political significance are tak@én up and in- 
terestingly discussed. Last night Secretary 
Carlisle and his bonds came up, and they 
were handled with gloves off. 

Here is the way some of them talk:

Do They Want the Earth? 

Mr. Pat H. Moore, who is a federal office 
holder, was inclined to view the tter 
facetious.y at first. He thought that the 
whole matter savored of the dog in the 
manger spirit. 

“Do the goldbugs want the earth?’ he 
asked, spiritedly. “I recognize the fact that 
the current obligations of the United States 
are heavy, ani Iam fully aware of that, as 
congress will continue to struggle long and 
hard with the tariff question, the expenses 
of the government wii increase propor. 
tionately. 

“At first sight I was inclined to the opin- 
jon that an issuance of $50,000,000 in bonds 
would be the best way outiof the difficulty 
and the most convenient method of meeting 
the country’s obligations, but I have studied 
the question deeply of late and I am not 
Sure that Carlisle has the legal right to 
effect the issue and sale. 

“Furthermore, I don’t belleve that the 
bond issue will remedy the conditions thag 
created the deficit which is sought to be 
replaced. It seems to me that the money 
received for the bonds will have to be 
drawn out of the treasury. Thus the very 
object of the issuance and sale is de- 
feated. 

“I have just returned from the country,” 
concluded Mr. Moore, ‘and I noticed that, 
a:though {ti people in the ryral districts 
are not thoroughly posted on questions of 


public importance like this, they neverthe- 


less accept what The Constitution has to 
Say On such subjects as gospel. You may 
bet that the people in the country are with 
The Constitution.” ® 

". N. Johnson, the popuiar conductor: 
“The money invested in bonds would have 
to come out of our industries—many of 
them now in their infancy—and this, added 
to the general depression, would mean 
death to scores of enterprises that now 
make for the laboring man a wherewith 
to live and to support his family.” 

Rn. J. Stevenson, carpenter: “It is highly 
amusing vo see the gold sharks of the north 
and east fall pell-mel: over one another in 
their zeal to gobble up Secretary Carlisle's 
bonds. This of itself has been enough to 
prejudice me against the issue.” 

Mr. Jack, Humphries, Atlanta’s assistant 
city marshal, prides himself justly on his 
Knowledge of current topics of public im- 
portance. He says: “Mr, Carlisle is a 
little congress all to himself—one in the 
embryonic state, however. He ought to 
make a new financial system—there’s some 
need for that; but there is none under 
heaven for an issue of bonds. There is no 
good to result from the issue: but there 
is a vast deal of harm to come of it. Let 
the bonds be fssued and the money barons 
will contract the currency at will; and, as 
soon as they want another issue they will 
get it for the mere asking. I am against 
the bonds. The issue would be fradu-ent.”

Dr. uruecitt’s Tecturs was given for the 
benefit of the Ladies’ Aid Society of the 
Presbyicrian caurch, and he was intro- 
duced by kev.

“southern Judea is called, by scripture, 
the wilderness,” said Ur. Karnett, ‘because

> little groups of fig and wlive trees, for the 


Turks do not hold such gzwuay in that re- 
gion.”’ 

Having spoken exhaustively on this por- 
tion of his lecture, the doctor began a de- 
scription of the city of Hebron. He said 
that Hebron is the oldest eity in the world, 
not even excepting Jerusalem und Damas- 
cus; and, in regard to his visit to this old 
city, he said: “Before reaching Hebron, 
We came upon seven men, who claimed to 
be missionaries from some religious sect, in 
lowa, and they advised us not to enter the 
city, saying that they had been stoned by 
the people and were compelled to leave. 
Some of my company were about to back 
out; but 1 said no, when I am within four- 
teen miles of the oldest city on earth, 1 
cannot and will not fail to see it; and so, 
we journeyed on, and entered the city, and 
found that the people, of whom there were 
about 5,000, and nearly all Mohammedans, 
very fierce and scowling; but none of us 
were molested. The streets of the city are 
about seven or eight feet wide, and one 
would judge from the appearance o1 the 
city and from the filthy accumulations, that 
it has not been cleaned -since the days of 
Abraham. There is one good thing that can 
be said of Mohammedans, and that is that 
they never drink wine or whisky. Their 


religion positively forbids them to drink.” 


Speaking of the way in which the Moham- 
medans carry water, the doctor explained

“There is a cave,”’ said Dr. Barnett, ‘“‘near

from Ephraim, and there he buried Sarah. 
There he, also, was buried, and there Ja- 
cob, Rebecca and Leah were buried, and, 
since that day, it is said that no man had 
entered the cave, until, in 1861, after the 
Crimean war, when the prince of Wales was 
permitted to enter. To prove to you just how 
seriously the people of the Mahbommedan 
faith looked upon the matter of permitting 
any one to enter that sacred cave, the sul- 
tan thought it necessary to call out all his 
soldiers to guard the life of the prince. 
When the prince entered the priest within 
said: ‘No one save her Britannic majesty’s 
son and Mahommet have ever’ entered 
here.’ ”’ 1 

Barnett described the cave in which 
the Savior first appeared, and explained the 
beauty of the church that has been erected 
above that cave. He says that in the cave 
many golden lamps are hung, which are 
continually kept burning, and in the center 
of the marble floor there is a silver star, 
around which are written, in Latin, these 
words: “Here Jesus was born of the Vir- 
gin Mary.’’ 

In conclusion the doctor said: “The 
fondest hope I have is that Jesus is com- 
ing, not with a midnight cry, but with the 
beautiful dawn of a Christmas morning.” 


KILLED FOR HER MONEY. 


An Old Woman Is Shot Dead and a 
Friend Wounded, 

Knoxville, ‘Tenn., January 30.—(Special.)— 
At Maryville today John Walker shot and 
killed Jane George, an aged colored woman, 
and seriously wounded Bob Warren. Jane 
drew her pension money in Knoxville yes- 
terday, returning home in company with 
Will Barge and Bob Warren, both colored. 
Arriving at Maryville they went to Jane’s 
house. A row ensued and Walker deter- 
mined to murder his companions. He went 
up town, and, purchasing two heavily loaded 
shells, returned to the house with a shot- 
gun. No sooner had he arrived than he 
emptied both barrels into the party, killing 
Jane and wounding Warren, a3 stated above. 
Walker surrendered to the sheriff, remark- 
ing at the time that had he been able to 
purchase more shells he would have re- 
served one for him.

Immigration Is the Telk with Southern 
Railroad Men.» 


TO BUILD Ue THE COUNTRY THE IDEA 


There Seems to Be an Awakening to the 
Advantag~’s and Possibilities of Geor- 
gia—Other Railroad News. 


‘There are thousands who would go to 
the south to live if somebody would just 
start the ball.” 

Thus writes a New England farmer. 

There is a world of interest in the para- 
graph. It is food for dreams to’ every rail- 
road man in the south, and the way the 
passenger departments of southern lines 
are going about encouraging immigration 
to this region of country is more than grat- 
ifying. 

The recent movement in this direction 
by the railroads will certainly bring good 
results. Inquiry at the offices of the local 
lines centering in Atlanta by a Constitu- 
tion reporter yesterday showed that it is 
the determination of the passenger agents 


Atlanta and that they will co-operate most 
gladly in the task. 
Flocking to New Orleans. 

The following from the railroad columns 
of The New Orleans Times-Democrat is in- 
teresting to those who contemplate visiting 
that city to see the mardi gras: 

“Large crowds of people have already 
come to the city over the different railroads 
for mardi gras, but not one-third as many 
as there will be two or three days before 
mardi gras comes off. Some of the rail- 
roads are doing everything in their power 
to make mardi gras a success this year, 
and it remains with the people outside of 
railroad circles, and especially with the 
hotels and boarding house people, to make 
it a success. There are lots of people whwu 
would ccme to the city if the boarding 
house people would not charge such ex- 
orbitant prices for day board and for board 
and lodging, and if there were more places 
for them to stay after they do come. As 
a rule, the hotels are generally filled up 
Several days before mardi gras comes off, 
and the boarding houses charge too much. 
On account of this the Illinois Central road 
has had a man here to go around and see 
the boarding house keepers and to make 
arrangements with them for the passengers 
they will bring, or at least those who are 
not acquainted with the city and those who 
have never visited it before. 

“The officials of the different roads run- 


ning into this city are receiving letters 


of all the roads to take more interest in ; @&ilvy from people from the north and east, 


this special line of soliciting than they 
have ever taken before. 

The work of bringing people from the 
west and from the states directly north 
of Georgia into this state has been more 
considerable this season than fer several 
years past. Many who had gone from 
Georgia to Texas returned this winter and 
will live in this state again, taking up 
farms, or entering the trades. 

The emigrant traffic to Texas and the 
west was no less considerable, and thus it 
Is seen that while many came back to 
jive in Georgia the drifting of population 
was about even one way and the other, 
This at least seems to be the general opin- 
jon of the passenger agents of the rail- 
roads. 

The very fact that so many of those who 
went to Texas several years ago returned 
this season shows that it is a mistake for 
the tide of emigration to flow towards the 
sunset land. It ebbs back after a few 
years. 

The railroad folks are determined to 
make this particular region of the southern 
States the focus for immigration. ‘hey 
say that the salvation for southern rail- 
roads between the Mississippi river and 
the Atlantic ocean is the general upbuild- 
ing of this portion of the republic’s do- 
main. They say they want to help build 
up the little towns and stations along their 
respective lines of railway and put new 
growth in the larger cities and terminal 
points. 

The present bankrupt condition of so 
many southern roads acts like that neces- 
sity which is the mother of invention and 
the railroad manipulators of the south 
have gone to thinkingys 

The Lines to the West. 


To the minds of the managers of railroads 
leading out from the soutn to the west 
this question of immigration appeais most 
ftorcetuity. 

Within the past few years the southern 
pianter has changed his tactics and has 
Gone to raising his own grain, meat and 
heavy groceries. 

This cuts off the freight traffic from the 
railroads connecting the south with the 
west, for the only freights to speak of be- 
tween these two sections of country have 
been this class of articles and goods. 

What are the southern lines to do? 

The question has its only answer in the 
proposition to bring people to the south, 
build up the towns and stations all along 
the railway lines, encourage industr and 
manufacturing interests—make the Country 
through which The roads run blossom like 
the rose. ; 

And the railroad men are seeing it this 
way. 

The general manager of the line to the 
west sees that he must make up in local 
freights what he has lost in through 
freights. He must send his passenger agents 


around and bring people to the south, get | ;

Pending the Effort to Readjust the Indebt- 
edness of the Company-A Talk

The order of Judge Pardee, of New Or- 
leans, refusing to allow the petition of cer- 
tain bondholders, seeking to put the Atlanta 
Consolidated Street Railway Company in 
the @ands of a receiver, was transmitted 
to the clerk of the United States court yes- 
terday afternoon. 

In a general way the action of Judge ar- 
dee, refusing to allew the petition, was an- 


‘ nounced in yesterday morning’s Constitu- 


tion. 

It now appears from the order itself that 
the petition of the bondholders to have a 
receiver appointed was denied, pending 2n 
effort on the part of the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated to readjust and reorganize its present 
indebtedness. 

In the event this effort fails, the right is 
given to the petitioners to renew their ap- 
plication for the appointment of a perma~ 
nent receiver to take possession of the prop- 
erty. The time allowed for the reorganiza- 
tion is fixed’'as the Ist of March. If the ef- 
fort is not consummated by that time the 
application of the complainants for a recelv- 
er will be renewed. ' 

Judge Pardee’s Order. 

For the benefit of those who are directly 
interested in the suit the exact language Of 
Judge Pardee’s order is here given: 

“United States Court, Northern District 
of Georgia.—R. P. Sperry et ai. xs.

In view of the general discussion of the 
income tax in its general phases, and par- 
ticularly in reference to the charge that tt 
would necessitate an inquisitorial process 
to extcrt the knowledge of a man's income 
from the man, a short Lst of some of the 
many questions which the poorest taxpayer 
in Georgia is required to answer every year 
will be interesting. 

Nhe framers of the Gedryia tax laws weve 
evidently resolved that the wary taxpayer 
shovld hot escape. The paper which the 
citizen has to sign is as all embracing as 
@ camp meeting prayer. It covers the 
ground, and if there is gny taxadle al 
erty in Georgia which it docs not includg, 
jt must be so rare that the state can har iy 
be considered as a loser if it is not re- 
turned. 

Yet nobody ever heard any one Kickirg 
because of its inquisitorial questions. There 
is a great hue and cry being raised in the 
east because it is suggested that the —n- 
come tax assessor will ask a man what his 
income is.’ Some fastidious people are ap- 
palled that the upright and comscientious 
millionaire should be placed to such a severe 
test of veracity. They fear that the moral 
integrity of the millionaire cannot stand 


‘the strain, and that the cause of truth will 


suffer should he be too rigidly examined 
as to his assets. Let us see what heroic 
treatment is served out to the smallest 
Georgia taxpayer. 

First, he has to state explicitly his pro- 
fession or professions, what office or oflices 
he holds, and locate himself professionally 
in the most accurate and unqualified man- 
ner. Then he has to answer a list of ques- 
tions, twenty-nine in all, in which he is 
put to a most searching test as to his 
property, real or personal, the property of 
which he has contrel for his children, wife, 
grandinother or anybody else. He must tell 
how much his watch is worth, how much 
his wife’s watch is worth, how much his 
children’s watches are worth, if they 
have any watches, 
furniture cost. He must say what his wife’s 
diamond’s are worth, thereby being forced 
to the alternative of either paying a big 
tax on them, or saying that his wife’s dia- 
monds are not really diamonds after all, 
but only paste, as is sometimes tne case. 
He must disclose how many Knives, pistols, 
or bowie knives he may have hid out, what 
his wife’s piano cost, or her banjo or gui- 
tar, or melodeon, if she has one, at what 
figure he places his china and tableware. 
Then, after having unburdened himself of 
all these secrets, he must tell all about 
his real estate, his stocks and bonds, his 
shares in various manufacturing establish- 
ments, hig mineral lands, how many horses 
he has, how many sheep, cattle and even 
how many goats, although every one 
knows that goats increase at such a math- 
ematical ratio that no man who owns 
goats can safely say at any moment how 
many goats he owns. . 


But this is not all. One has to specify 
vessels and water 
craft, sewing machines, carriages, buggies 


the number of boats, 
the cost of his library and.even how much 


money he has in his pockets or in bank 


at the time. ' 


But this is only a sample. As we said 


above, the questions are all embracing.. 


Every taxpayer in Georgia has to answer 


every one of these questions every year, 
and to swear solemn’*y that his answers are 
true. If hé swears falsely, he is Tiable to in- 
dictment for perjury. This is the state 
tax form, and is similar to the tax return 
forms of all the other states. Yet who 
ever heard of a citizen trembling with fear 
1est he should be tempted to perjure himself 
at the awful moment when he signed his 
name to his tax returns. No one ever ac- 
cuses the tax assessor of being a Paul Pry 
because he ascertains the exact financial 
status of each individual. It is a legal 
proceeding to which all are accustomed, 
and the cases are few where a man would 
give a wilfully false return to save himself 
a few dollars at the expense of the state. 
If the average citizen has stood for so 
many years the supreme test of answering 
truthfully all these questions, surely the 
country will not imperil the moral well be- 


‘ing of the millionaire if he is required to 


say what his income is.

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IT FOUL PLAY? 


A Well-to-Do Atlanta German Missing 
Under Grave Circumstances. 


HIS FRIENDS SURE OF FOUL PLAY 


He Went Away Ten Days Ago for a Few 
Hours, and Has Not Been. Heard 
From—General Polics Items. 


Ten days ago H. Blumeneau, a thrifty 
German of about forty years of age, walked 
out of his boarding house directly opposite 
poiice headquarters, to be gone but a few 
Nainutes, and he has not returned: since. 

It now seems almost certain that he has 
been foully dealt with. Those who know the 
nature and habits of the man are ‘confident 
that he has fallen into bad hands, and a 


| concerted effort is being made by his friends 


to discover his fate. 

Yesterday the circumstances were related 
to Chief of Detectives Wright, and a pho- 
tograph of Blumeneau placed in his posses- 
sion. Printed circulars with a description 
and photograph of the missing man will be 
issued and the detectives will spare no 
work to locate him, or at least to learn what 
has befallen him. 

The character of the man makes it !m- 
possible for him to have remained volunta- 
rily away. Not during the three years that 
he has resided with the family with which 
he was stopping on Decatur street has he 
remained away for a night without first ex- 
plaining as to his absence. He was very 
domestic in his habits and never went out 
except on business. 

Blumeneau was about fort? years old and 
Was a peddler on a large scale. He has 
made considerable money by thrift and econ- 
omy, and it is believed that he had quite 
a sum when he went away. It is the theory 
of his friends that he has been killed for 
his money. 

The disappearance of Blumeneau was re- 
ported to Chief of Detectives Wright by M. 
Cohen, a Decatur street merchant, with 
whose family the missing man formerly 
boarded. Cohen says that he has been con- 
vinced for several days that something must 
have happened to his friend, but had wait- 
ed, faintly hoping that he would show up. 
He says that the last time he saw blume- 
neau, the latter left his house with a small 
bundle of goods, saying that he was going 
a few miles out of the city and would re- 
turn by 3 o’clock that afternoon, That is the 
last Cohen has heard or seen of him. 

“I believe,’’ said Cohen yesterday, ‘‘that he 
has been killed by robbers. I have known 
him a long time, and I know that he would 
not voluntarily remain away from home 
without first giving explanation.”’ 

Blumeneau has no relatives in Atlanta. He 
has a nephew, who is a telegraph operator 
at Jonesboro. He has a family in Germany 
that he supports by periodical remittances. 
Chief of Detectives Wright will use the 
photograph of the missing man to discover 
his whereabouts. 


One step toward breaking up the whole- 
sale coal stealing of which the Georgia 
railroad has been a heavy victim during the 
present winter, was taken yesterday by the 
arrest of four negro women. 

The evidence in the case disclosed the 
fact that an entire community of negroes 
in the vicinity of the county jail had been 
peocty drawing their coal supply from 
he coal cars on the sidetracks in the 
Georgia railroad yard. This heavy drain 
has been felt by the road for some time, 
and yesterday morning two young men 
sighted a party of four negro women load- 
ing baskets with coal. After a chase the 
women were caught. They were arrested 
and gave their names as Della Peacock, 
on Thomas, Nep Thweatt and Alice 


The quartet were tried yesterday after- 
noon and the cases against them dismissed 
on purely technical grounds. Della Pea- 
cock, the woman who gained considerable 
notoriety a few weeks ago by victimizing 
an Indian sergeant from Fort McPherson 
testified that the entire community o 
Peaseville got its coal from the cars, on 
an average of several tonsa day. Two gen- 
tiemen who captured the four.women said 
that the coal thieves had become extreme- 
ly annoying and that their raids had of 
late become damaging as well. 


A Christmas night frolic found its way 
to police court yesterday afternoon, much 
behind schedule time. It was a case 
against Richard Wallace, a hackman, who 
had made a mash on a mulatto woman 
that was a passenger in his vehicle Christ- 
mas night. His attentions were resented 
by an acquaintance of the woman’s and 
a rough and tumble fight ensued. The 
fight was not a victory for either side, 
and both were the worse for wear when 
it was over. The police arrested the nar- 
ties some time ago, and it came up for trial 
yesterday with a long array of witnesses 
and attorneys on both sides. The recorder 
fined both offenders $5 and costs. 


H. J. Collins’s case has not yet been 
disposed of. He is still held at police head- 
quarters, and no active move has been ta- 
ken by either the defense or the prosecu- 
tor. It has been all along expected that 
the case would be settled and the warrant 
withdrawn, but this expectation does ¢iot 
appear to be fast materializine. Collins 
is awaiting the development of affairs with 
extreme patience. He maintains that he 
har the money he took away from Shel- 
ton’s cash drawer where he can lay his 
hands upon it, but will not turn it over 
until the warrant is withdrawn. 

New Year’s rasolutions have been re- 
sponsible for an exceptionally light nelice 
business for the month ending today. Janu- 
ary is usually the: dullest month of the 
year in point of number of arrests, but 
this month has been unusually so. Up to 
last night 731 cases had been @ocketed 
since New Year’s day. Station House 
Keeper Joiner says that the New Year's 
resolutions generally last through January, 
but relax in February and the police reap 
a harvest.

TODAY THE HOUSE 


WHAT THE LAWYERS HAVE TO SAY 


The Evil Is Not to Be Foundin the Proe 
fession, but in the Discretion of the 
Judge WhotAppoints. 
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The severe language of the grand jury in 
criticising the conduct of certain lawyers— 
as well as the structure of the law itself— 
bearing upon the question of receiverships, 
was the principal subject matter of discus- 
sion along the streets yesterday. 

Conversation, along this line was spirited 
and earnest. It was evident that, in bring- 
ing up the subject of receiverships, the 
grand jury had touched upon a matter of 
vital importance to the whole community. 

When the real interests of the city are 
thus affected the nature of the difficulty is 
always emphasized by the degree of ani- 
mation imparted to the gossip that is caught 
along the street. 

As usual, however, there was a difference 
of opinion. Everybody; who had anything 
to say, of course agreed as to the evil. 
That receiverships had been abused, appa- 
rently without remorse or conscience, was 
universally admitted. The discussion began 
to fork at this proposition: at whose door 
should the responsibility be laid? 

This, of course, suggested a variety of 
answers, any one of which would inevitably 
lead the mind into a long discussion. First, 
there was the legislature, which passed the 
law, providing in what manner, and under 
what circumstances the receiver should be 
appointed. In the second place the court of 
justice was presented, together with the 
judge, in whose discretion the appointment 
of a receiver is vested, and lastly the law- 
yer himself, who files the petition and who 
takes‘ the initial steps which are necessary 
to bring about the litigation. 

What the Business Men Say. 

The prevailing opinion among the business 
men of the city, who take a general view 
of the whole matter without Knowing per- 
haps the underlying causes of the difficulty, 
is rather against the legal brotherhood. 

A prominent wholesale dealer thus figures 
on the situation, and, in doing so, speaks 
for a large number: ‘I am tired of this busi- 
ness of making capital out of an honest 
man’s failure to pay his debts. The lawyer 
who files the petition and the receiver who 
winds up the business usually get the best 
of the snap, and, after they have divided 
the proceeds between them, the creditors 
come in for what is left. My experience has 
been that a mighty slim pile is left after 
that subtraction. The grand jury, in my 
opinion, is right. A little upstart of a lawyer, 
with just about as much sense as an old 
fence rail, and representing two or three 
a is = ee insignificant creditors, can slap a man into 
eee CrUb. a the hands of a receiver before he knows it.

ander yesterday afternoon. Mr. Alexander 
is one of the leading attorneys of the city, 
and his views will fairly represent those of 
the best element of the profession. 

“It is very unfair,’’ said Mr. Alexander, 
“to lodge such an ugly complaint against 
the bar. In my opinion the jury was a little 
hasty in their assignment of a cause for this 
unhappy evil, which was certainly a proper 
object for their investigation. That lawyers 
have abused their license is not to be dis- 
puted, but the shortcomings of a few im- 
partial individuals is not to be construed as 
an impeachment of the whole profession. It 
is wrong, perhaps, that so many receivers 
are appointed. It is wrong, no doubt, that 
receivers are so handsomely paid, but the 
lawyers are not to blame for it, and the 
solution of the difficulty does not lie in mak- 
ing the lawyers any better than they are 
today.”’ 

“In your judgment what action ought the 
jury to have taken”’ the question was 
asked. 

“After calling attention to the evil growing 
out of the appointment of receivers, the 
jury, without’ criticizing the profession, 
should have called for a proper interpreta- 
tion of the law. Perhaps it might be well 
to call upon the legislature to pass a declar- 
atory act, explaining in language more 
transparent, the exact meaning and import 
of the statute.”’ 


Judge MeCay's Bill. 

“According to the old common law,’’ said 
Mr. Alexander, ‘‘no receiver could be ap- 
pointed, except where the party bringing the 
petition had either a title or a lien. This, 
however, resulted in a very great abuse on 
the part of traders who took a mean ad- 
vantage of the law’s protection, and the op- 
posite extreme was then the cry instead of 
the one which is now the burden of com-

That is the way the 
law now stands.” 


In the Judge's Discretion. 


“The solution of the whole difficulty, in 
my opinion,” said Mr. Alexander, “‘is found 
in the discretion of the court. The section 
authorizing the appointment of receivers is 
not imperative or binding on the judge, but 
is simply permissive and that only. When- 
ever a receiver is appointed the matter is 
brought to the attention of the judge, and 
the appointment is entirely in his discretion. 
He can refuse or allow petition, as he con- 
siders proper, from the reasons assigned for 
the intervention of the law. As to the com- 
pensation which the receiver gets for his 
work that also is determined by the court, 
and is a matter largely entrusted to. the 
courts discretion, after hearing all compe- 
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tent evidence as to the value of the service 
rendered. As I-am led to view the matter, 
from a legal standpoint, the evil arising 
from the matter of receiverships, is not to 
be referred to the profession nor to the law 
itself, but solely to the courts throughout
